Claim 38 has been amended to limited the movement of the bottom element "in a linear direction". This limitation has not previously 
been considered. Therefore, the amendment would require further search and consideration. 

Applicant points to original Claim 8 and page 31 of the specification for support for the new limitation. A review of the cited passages 
reveals a teaching of a 

"Moving stage 262 comprises an x,y stage 262a and a theta stage 262b, which 
are controlled by motor 286, which may be a single motor or multiple motors" 

The cited passages do not teach linear movement of the bottom element during the aerodynamic seal as newly claimed. Therefore, the 
amendment potentially introduces new matter. For the reasons stated above, the amendment will not be entered. .
